Senate denies anonymous student complaints

A proposal which would have allowed students to 
provide anonymous, written testimony to be put into 
faculty members personnel files was defeated by the 
executive committee of the Academic Senate last 
Wednesday, according to Senate Chair Jerry Tobey 

Presently, anonymous complaints by students 
are possible, Philosophy Department Chair and 
Executive Senate Committee member Robert 
Foreman said. However, under the current faculty 
manual, any “specific written statement’ must be 
signed by the student filing the complaint 


Tobey explained that under state law, any student 
testimony must be in writing and be signed by the 
Student to be included in permanent faculty records 

The proposal, part of an action to revise the 
faculty manua!, would mean that “students names 
could be kept secret fron the faculty member for a 
period of time and the statement would count under 
the law,” Tobey said 

Faculty records are kept and examined when a 
faculty member comes before the Tenure 
Promotion and Retention Committee, he continued 

A damaging repoit, Tobey explained, “can make 
a difference in years for a member to be granted

Following a commitiee 
recommendation, the Associated 
Students, inc Senate adopted the 
jong - awaited Personnel Manual 
in August 

“| started working on the thing 
when | started to work here four 
years ago,’ Paul McAmis, ex 
ecutive director of ASi said “i've 
been working on it off and on since 
then.” 

McAmis got a mandate to work 
on the personnel manual three 
years ago when the senate passed 
a resolution calling for the es- 
tablishment of such a manuai. Two 
years ago the manual was one ot 
the first assignments McAmis gave 
to Joseph Stephenson. his as- 
sistant 

‘McAmis added, “It's taken a 
tong time to develop this. Two of 
those (four) years | didn't have 
anybody to heip me here at all. | 
Gidn't have the time to spend eight 
hours a day working on the per- 
sonnel manual ” 


The 37-page manual sets per 
sannel procedures and policies, in 
addition to providing information 
on benefits and responsibilities of 
employment. in researching the 
manuai, Stevenson looked at 
numerous personnel manuais 
from auxiliaries of California State 
University and Colleges and 
University of California campuses 

Stevenson said ali Campuses 
with student governments which 
structured similarly to ASI 
have manuals already in

First step to a war’ 


Registration debated and supported| 


This is the fast in a two part 
series on draft registration 
Today's instaliment contains 
arguments for and against the 
draft 

Registration for military service 
iS NOW a reality, resurrecting 
arguments over the possible draf- 
ting of American men among the 
factions who will fight the next 
draft battle. Historically, the policy 
of drafting has been controversial 
and highly emotionai $ 

Conceivably, the next draft 
(should there be one) could lead to 
a clash of values and opinions heid 
by private citizens acting in a 
Public arena Draft counseliors 
ministers, military men, students 
and government would all be in- 


volved 

Peggy Briggs, co - director of 
the Sacramento Peace Center 
represents the opinion of many 
who oppose registration in claim 
ing that the existence of regis- 
tration makes the draft more pos- 
sible and future war more viable 

We feel a draft and registration 
arent necessary. It's an invasion of 
peoples civil liberties. its in- 
voluntary servitude,” said Briggs 

‘Registration is the first step to 
a war,’ said Briggs. “A draft is what 
allowed our government to get 
heavily invoived in the Vietnam 
War 

In their literature, Committee 
Against Registration and the Draft 
(CARD) claims, “Registration and

Any faculty member can appeal to the university 
president to have the document removed, he added 

According to Foremari, the problem is “we have 
to weigh the harm against the student and that of any 
person's right to face their accuser, especially if it 
interferes with their job and their pursuit of

‘The proposal deals with such a limited area it 
covers only those faculty members up for 
promotion, retention and tenure. So, a job or a 
promotion is on the line versus the possibility of 
retaliation against a student's grades."

Registrar Tom Edwards said 20,499 students had paid fees as 
of 7 p.m. Wednesday, 827 more than this time last year 

“For the third consecutive year, this will be our biggest 
freshman class,” Edwards said 

Late registration concludes today at 5, the first time it has 
closed this early, Edwards said 

Final enroliment figures will not be available until Sept. 29 

Edwards eypects to meet the full - time equivalent Projection 
made by the school this year 

“We Naveri't hit our FTE yet but there's no question we're go- 
ing to make it,’ he said 

CSUS receives money from the s'xte for each FTE student 
and i/ the university does not meet its projected goal, the school 
wili Owe the state money 

FTE is caiculated by taking the total number of units carried 
by all students and dividing by 15. Consequently, one student 
carrying seven units would be coinbined with one carrying eight 
to equal one full - time student 

The School of Business and Public Adrninistration and the 
Scinool of Engineering closed registration earlier last month. 

The School of Business and Public Administration, the 
largest department on campus last year with 5,090 students, 
closed registration Aug. 22 

“We have well over 5,000 students so far and we'll surpass last 
year’s total,” said Penny Provo, manager of the Degree Program 
Center in the Schooi of Business 

The School of Engineering closed its doors Aug. 1. The 
dean's office anticipates a 30 percent increase over last year's 
enroliment of 2,076.

Levasseur said with Congress set- 
ting the number of uniin+med per- 
sonnel in the militar; and with 
each service determining its man- 
power needs, “overall the all - 
volunteer force ended up at 99 
percent of what the congressional 
authorization said we would have.” 

Levasseur feels the all - 
volunteer force is adequate 
depending on what it is called to 
do. “If you're iooking at the all - 
volunteer force in a peacetime en- 
vironment, we are estimating in a 
defensive situation 750,000 men 
and women is an Army force that's 
large enough to provide the 
defense of the nation.” 

Among the arguments central 
io the draft registration debate last 
year were the “manpower shor- 
tage” reported widely in the press 
and the failure to attract skilled 
personnel which might lead to a 
failure to supply manpower needs 
in a real crisis. Reservist shortage, 
poor pay and retention of skiiled 
veterans were other contested 
points 

Some teei that in a crisis the 
United States would be forced to 
default on its commitments 
because of the manpower 
probiem. Others feel there is no 
manpower problem 

Frank Jackalone, outgoing 
national chair for the United States 


Student's Association, a group ac- 
tive in draft counselling, said 
“There's always been a lot of 
clamoring by the military that their 
forces aren't strong enough 

“In our opinion, we have 
enough armed forces to protect 
the United States,” said Jackalone 
‘We are fearful tiiat expansion of 
the military is for armed interven- 
tion abroad.” 

Doug Barnhisel, co - director of 
the Sacramento Peace Center 
said, “The all - volunteer force is 
not a failure’ 

‘Youve seen studies on both 
sides of the issue. Some defense 
analysts say it's a failure while 
some say we re getting acom 
pletely distorted picture from the 
recruiters 

A “fact sheet” written by Daniel 
J. Miller and passed out by the 
Sacramento Peace Center states 
that there has been a lower number 
of mental category IV's (the lowest 
accepted in the military) since the 
ali - volunteer force was instituted 

According to Levassuer, the all 
volunteer Army has a force of 
750,000, but not all of those are 
fighters, a fact to be considered 
shouid the United States ever be in 
a Crisis

deferments available to draft 
resisters Exemptionc have been 
ranted for everythin trom 
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physical deformity to homosex- 
uality, but most draft counsellors 
seem to feel these and others will 
be harder to secure in the future 

Briggs said that young men 
faced with registration have 
several options beginning with 
non - registration. Secondarily, ac- 
cording to Briggs, men can 
register and then try to find if there 
iS @ way to escape being drafted 
One such option ts the conscien- 
tious Objector status 

The conscientious objector 
Status is for a person who feeis th «< 
he iS opposed to all war.” said 
Briggs. The status is available 
through the Selective Service 
System with “the catch” being the

Ir that kind 
of environment, resistance in the 
next draft might be a more 
precarious position than it has 
been in the past

Suspense, blood and gore make 
|» Prom Night’ a spine-tingling film

The greatest fears of most high 
schoolers on the night of the prom 
are if their dates will show up, if 
their ties are on straight and 
whether or not to head for 
Inspiration Point at the evening's 
close 

But in “Prom Night,” a recently - 
released thriller, prom - goers have 
a much more serious fear their 
lives, 

Of course. not ail those atten- 
ding the prom will face the pos- 
bility of death. The killer ap- 
propriately masked and dressed in 
black is Only after a select few

That there are murders involved 
in the movie points to another fact 
blood and gore. in this sense 
“Prom Night" leaves nothing to the 
imagination. One does not merely 
witness the hatchet as it rises and 
descends to its squealing victim 
but also the neck of that squealing 
victim as the biood begins to 
stream 

Fortunately, director Paul 
Lynch and director of 
photography Robert New do a 
pretty fine job as blood and gore 
gu. It looks unquestionably real, 
which also means it's scary. The 
long, intense shots of shadowed 
hallways, shattered glass and 
frightened faces add to the 
suspense of an already 
suspenseful piot 

But don't be misied. There is 
more to “Prom Night" than 
threatening phone calls, hatchet 
jobs and the studied steps of black 
shoes in eerie corridors 

in between the film's heavy 
moments, are some carefully 
interspersed lighter ones.
